To permit an unrestrained mob 
inspired by passion and prejudice to 
direct the course of government and 
destroy those sacred rights of a trial 
bv jury, equal protection 
of the 
law, religious liberty and other sa­ 
cred constitutional rights would soon 
kindle such anarchy as to destroy 
the American spirit of our people 
and undermine the foundation of 
our government. I believe the De­ 
claration of Independence together 
with our constitutions embody the 
true* principles of Americanism. And 
pi this campaign I expect to dedi­ 
cate as one or my purposes the task 
to convince the people of this dis­ 
trict that men should be elected to 
this high office who do not join 
either directly 
or 
indirectly 
the 
spirit of this insidious cause, either 
as a matter of principle or for po­ 
litical purposes and that old and 
experienced official who do an asso­ 
ciate themselves, are inspired by the 
wrong sense of duty to their con­

Memorial Day Address 
Here Friday 


A large gathering of Ada citizens 
met at the Memorial Hall at two 
o’clock Friday afternoon to take 
part in the services held there in 
memory of the soldiers of the 
United States who have tither been 
killed in battle or have since pas­ 
sed away. 
The meeting was in charge of the 
American, with Chaplain Charles L. 
Widney of the Episcopal church, 
himself a veteran, presiding. 
The program was begun with a 
number, Barcarolle from ‘‘Tales of 
Hoffman” 
played 
by 
the 
college 
orchestra. 
Then the assembly led 
by Rev. C. C. Morris of the First 
Baptist church sang "America” and 
Reverend McCain of the Church of 
Christ delivered the invocation. 
Mr. Morris then read a selection 
from the scriptures and was follow­ 
ed by a prayer by Reverend H. W. 
Wallace of the Christian church. 
Another number by the orchestra 
preceded 
ainiouncements 
by 
Mr. 
Widney, who introduced the speaker 
of the occasion, Dr. A. Linscheid, 
president of East Central Teachers 
college. 
Linscheid is Sjieaker 
Mr. Linscheid referred in opening 
his address to the rich and magnif­ 
icent heritage which we, as Ameri­ 
cans and descendants of the Anglo- 
Saxon blood, have and which has 
carried the English speaking people 
of the world to supremacy in every 
line of endeavor. 
The speaker named 
three vir­ 
tues held supreme by the ancestors 
of the Modern Anglo-Saxon race 
even when living in savagery in 
northern Europe. 
These three qual­ 
ities were bravery, reverence for 
womanhood and loyalty to leaders. 
Physical courage has a large place 
in the progress of a people and is 
necessary to the exietnc of a nat­ 
ion. 
This characteristic has been 
manifested by the English race 
from its beginning, for the Anglo- 
Saxons have always been great in 
war aud have led in pursuit of 
peace. 
Shortly before the world war 
many eminent writers and thinkers 
expensed fears that the race had 
degenerated in corage through lack 
of conflict. 
Then came the war 
and America, though unwilling to 
begin, was forced into tne conflict 
and proved beyond all doubt that 
the men of today are as brave as 
any of former centuries. 
The Anglo-Saxons, Mr. Linscheid 
said, wre the first people to re­ 
cognize the place of woman as an 
equal of man and have been the 
leaders 
in 
bringing about actual 
legal equality between the sexes. 
Women, in turn, have proved their 
place by their infulence in securing 
prihibition in America. 
The speaker declared that loyalty 
to leaders has been a distinguish­ 
ing trait of our race and that al­ 
though this principle does not des­ 
troy the privilege of cruising them, 
every test lias shown that as a race 
we are fundamentally loyal 
Mr. Linscheid then read excerpts 
from papers extending through the 
entire history of the United States 
showing doubt and mistrust exist­ 
ing from the first and expressed iii 
the same terms as are now common 
in the newspapers and periodicals. 
In closing he declared that we 
are eminently right to decorate the 
resting places of those who by their 
sacrifices have made our prosperity 
and peace possible. 
Following the address Rev. E. O. 
Whitwell delivered the benediction 
and the assembly moved to the 
cemetery where th'1 graves of vet­ 
erans of three wars were decorated 
with floral wreaths to show that 
we still hold atar their memory.

Stolen Car Usually Taken to 
the Factory and Different 
Parts Scattered About

lf you wore asked whether you could 
Identify your own car under any set 
of circum st ances your impulse would 
be to return an unqualified and Indig­ 
nant affirmative. 
The police of our 
city would disagree with yon just as 
unqualifiedly. 
Aa a matter of fact, moat car own­ 
ers depends upon Identification on 
some scratch on the body, some bro­ 
ken screw In the chassis, or some oth­ 
er equally uncertain factor. They do 
not stop to consider that the big I 
manufacturers are turning out models j 
in 10,000 lots that differ from each 
other In not the slightest discernible I 
degree. By the time a successful thief j 
Has run a stolen car through his “serv­ 
ice station” It would, puzzle the most 
careful owner on earth to Identify his 
vehicle. 
Identification Not Convincing 
An Instance In point Is illustrated. 
Arriving at the police station a car 
owner found a small group of other j 
owners who had assembled to try and 
Identify the same car. 
The hopeful 
owner had a number of marks by 
which he felt confident he could prove 
his ownership. 
There was a bent 
screw, a dent In one fender, a scratch 
of peculiar shape on the dash. 
The ' 
car with which he was confronted 
was undoubtedly of the same vintage ! 
as his stolen one, but unhappily It was 
painted a rich ultramarine blue, in- ] 
Stead of the dark green that had 
graced his vehicle. The most earnest ' 
scrutiny failed to disclose any of the ; 
distinguished marks on which he had 
relied. 
A slight chipping of the new 
coat of enamel revealed the fact that j 
It had been put on over a previous 
coat of dark green that our friend had I 
described, but two of the other assem­ 
bled owners had put In bids for dark 
green cars and eventually one of them I 
managed to identify the car by a chip ' 
In the gearset housing. 
The Identity | 
cation was not particularly convincing, 
but In the absence of anything better , 
it served to give the car to the owner 
who had been able to describe the im­ 
perfection. 
Different Parts Scattered. 
No car owner ought to depend upon 
such casual means of Identification ss 
slight imperfections that may have 
been accrued during the operation of 
the vehicle. 
When the professional 
motorcar thief steals a car he takes I 
it to what amounts practically to a re­ 
building factory. 
In mony cases the 
entire mechanism Is tnk^i down and 
the different parts redistributed with 
those from other cars of the same 
makes and models to turn out to whAt 
amounts to new vehicles.

Cost of Renovation in Vari­ 
ous Cases, Apart From 
Time, Is Not Heavy.

Car painting by amateurs is quite 
the fashion nowadays. Small car own­ 
ers will be glad to hear that the cost 
• of renovating a car in various cases, 
apart from the questions of his own 
lubor and time, is not at all heavy. 
For a one-coat job the cost of enamel, 
brush and cleaning materials is well 
under $5, while a complete renovation 
(three-coat work) or changing die 
color need not cost very much more 
and leave a good quantity of ^material 
over for retouching purposes. This 
figure is on the ample side and allows 
for the very best material. Car ren­ 
ovation is a case where only tile best 
materials should he employed, and the 
amateur should insist upon obtaining 
first-class enamel.

Insufficient Inflation 
Quite Costly to Owner 
The carelessness of many motorists 
in disregarding a few simple rules is 
reflected in their tire bills, for even 
the best of tires cannot give all the 
mileage built In them lf they are 
abused. 
The three ways In which this care- J 
lessness is manifested chiefly are un- j 
defoliation, 
scraping 
along 
curb 
stones and bumping against obstruc­ 
tions of different kinds. 
Insufficient inflation costs more than ( 
all the other abuses Combined, it is - 
asserted. By simply checking up once j 
a week to see that Hie tires are proper­ 
ly inflated, the car owner will add 
amazingly to his tire mileage. 
And It is to be noted that tires 
should be pumped to the same pressure , 
In summer as in winter. The expan­ 
sion of the air In the tires in hot i 
weather Is so infinitesimal that It 
should be entirely disregarded and the i 
pressure brought up to the figuie rec­ 
ommended by the tire manufacturers, 
it is pointed out 
Scraping along a curb Is a common \ 
form of tire abuse. 
An evidence of j 
the commonness of this practice may 
be found by noticing -the number of J 
tires which are peeled or scraped on I 
the outer side while the Inner still Is j 
In perfect condition. 
Bumping a tire Into a curb, particu- \ 
larly when underinflated, Is a serious 
form of mistreatment, for It causes 
breaks in the fabric foundation which 
quickly bring the tires usefulness to 
an end.

After the 
J stopping paste is dry It should be 
fubbed over smoothly with a piece of 
i fine sandpaper arni all dust washed 
off. A coat of gloss enamel should 
I he applied and tho job is completed.
